AMERICANS HOPING 
TO BREAK DEADLOCK 
AT ARMS CONFERENCE 


Attempt To Mediate Dif­ 
ferences At Private.

LONDON, M arch IS.—T h e A m er­ 
ican delegates today turned their 
efforts tow ard m ediating the dif­ 
ferences of the o th e r delegations 
in an a tte m p t to find a key which 
may open the deadlock now e x ist­ 
ing at. th e London naval confer­ 
r e n c e .

Hopes of b reaking th e d eadlock 
sufficiently to enable a real five- 
pow er agreem e n t app eared to bo 
laint, how ever. 
T h e n egotiations w ere continued 
in p rivate discussions betw een the 
French and Italian s and the B rit­ 
ish and A m ericans. A m eeting of 
the “ big five,” originally scheduled 
for 4 o ’clock th is atternoon. was 
cancelled in o rd er to give m ore 
tim e for the private discussions. 
C onsideration of the French ton- 
nat£ figures by British and French 
ex p erts during th e first three days 
of th e week gave no indication of a 
solution a nd succeeded only in re­ 
ducing th e French global tonnage 
dem and s to approxim ately 684,(WO 
tons by elim ination of 29,000 tons 
<?f special ships and 11,000 tons of 
vessels 
in exem pt classifications 
which should not have been in­ 
cluded in th e F ren ch figures o rig ­ 
inally. 
Faced w ith this im passe, efforts 
are now being turn ed to w ard solu­ 
tion of the 
Franco-Italian parity 
problem. If this Is solved, it m ight 
possibly Induce th e F rench to re­ 
duce th eir claim s. 
T h e re is no doubt in any q u a rte r 
th a t 
the 
French 
dem ands 
w ere 
placed so high because t ie French 
realize it is not econom ically pos­ 
sible for the Italians to build up to 
parity with them . Should the Ital­ 
ians renounce th e ir parity claim, 
tile F ren ch probably would scale 
dow n their figures considerably.
